Could you 
look over this sheet and give me a tip on the cites , and in any 
case where I am using your opinion or observations, simply initial 
and return to me. 

It looks like a big snow is blowing in here this afternoon. I 
hope we get it all and you none! 

About my answering machine: When you get it, just speak up 
when it comes time to leave a message. I'm aften right here and 
will pick up when I hear your voice. Believe it or not, I still 
get a few calls each week from Soviet : defectors who have read 
Shadrin and believe their own story needs telling. I always call 
them back, of course, but I find it too disruptive to talk to them 
willy-nilly. 

The story about you and your goose and the kittens is fabu- 
lous. I have failed to mention it. It keeps getting read and dis- 
cussed around here. The staff is thinking of making it into a "pet 
profile," even though it did not happen here.
